each Armp took their reſt ; at what time the Noble General of the Gauls (eny-fo2 
Criſpianu:, and recefvcd hm with many kind emhyaces in his Tent; he demanded of 
what Sirth hz was. To whom Criſpianus ſhaped rhis anſwer: moſt worthy Gene- 
ral; my Birthis not mean, and my Sccrets lels, but by Iredc I am 2 Shoocmakes in

The nert mozning the Eenerals joyned Battle again, reſelving in this fizht either by 
death o2 victoy, to wnke an end of theſe troubles ; whe.e the Souldicrs on eacb ive (troy; 
foz the Golden witathy of Renown. The two Generals mee! ing in the Datfle, fought 
couragioufl? together, fn wh'ch bloody Condlict the Pzince of the Gauls was fhyice by 1 
phicratis unhozſcd, and as 1m9ony iincs of Criſpianus mounted again : but in the end thy 
great Commander of the Galtcrn Army fo mightily p:tb:iled, that he had (cizzd on rhy 
perſon of the French P;ince, and wes cartping him Taptive ro his Tolours. 

Bit ſo highly was Criſpiznus fav: ured of Fo2tune, thar he and lis tellows mct [im 
in the pzide of his Congueti ; wlo thei aft beſmeared in the Perſian blood, ſet upan Iphi- 
Cratis, and ſo manfully behab:d himſelf, ryar he recovered the Pzince agatn, and in dif: 
pite ef the Perſians bzougyt him tolis Rexal Tent ; in which encounter the Noble Iphi- B 
Cratis was (oze wounded, by reaſon wherecf the Soldiers had reſt fo2 thiee e2 fouz days: rath 
in whici ſpace /phicrats fent to rhe Pzince of the Gauls, to know what King he wagzthat Þ; | 1 
in ſuch Tialiant (cyt had reſcued him out of his hands : ſaying, 1 hat it he could ſerve 
him he would make him Ruler of a mighty Kingdom, 

The French King ſent him wo:d, rhat it was a right hardy Britain , wich had. per- 
fozmed that honourable ſervice, but no Knight, though well veſcrving greater Dignity; th; 
bur a Soonmaker 1inEvgland : And thus (quoth he) a Shocmakers Son was by a Shooe+ | 
maker foiled, 


When Iphicratis underſtood this, he ſent wo2d again torhe Gauls: That for the fa- s 
vour of that worthy Man, he would not only ceaſe the Wars, but for ever aftcx bea n 


friend to tie Eauls : UWihich joyful Meflage tohen the French King underſtood, moſt 
villingly embyaced the unlooked fo Tydings of a happy peace; and thereupon made y 
Criſpiarus a Knight. 


After the which there was a great Feaſtv2dafned, whereur to the renowned Iphicratis s 
was invited, and the two Generals with C1itpianus, friemly mer together. Thus the x 
ſower War was ended with ſweet Feaſting : and /phicratis ſoon after departed ont of 
rhe Country with his Army, and never after annoyed them. | 

Then the Ftench King waſting his Letter of thanks unto the Emperoz /Aaximinus, ; 


did thercia ceriifie him of rþe Pzincely acts of Criſpianus, whereby he was bzought intg
